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A Visit to Fredericksturg. 


On Monday, May 13, the excursion of 
the Ist Regt, Mass. Vol. Heavy Ar- 
tillery, left Boston for Fredericksburg, 
Va., via Norfolk, Petersburg and Rich- 
mond. We arrived in Fredericksburg on 
Friday, and after finding rooms and get- 
ting settled, we took a stroll up the 
Main street, which in the dark days of 
our country’s history, ’61 to '64, was 
thronged with those who were trying to 
destroy our Union of States. 

This street runs parallel to the Rappa- 
hannock river, only a short distance 
from it. Here it. was that Gen. Burn- 
side, in command of the Army of the 
Potomac, crossed and tried to capture 
Maryes Heights by a charge of his 
troops across an open. field, but he met 
with a severe loss and was driven back 
over the river to Falmouth Heights. 

The town of Fredericksburg has been 
the scene .of many a bloody fight, and 
today they point out places in buildings

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and we could distinctly see their faces as 
they stood in line, and see them as they 
went into the woods, where they met 
part of Gen. Ewell’s troops, who were 
trying to capture Gen.- Grant's. supply 
train. From-these woods they never re- 
turned; their work was finished on that 
afternoon—for they offered their lives as 
a sacrifice that their country might be 
preserved and its honor maintained, 
Sunday morning at 8&8 o'clock we 
started for the Harris farm, a drive of 
eleven miles, arriving there at 10 o'clock.

17,000 boys in blue and of that vast num- 
ber nearly 14,000 are unknown. Among 
that number of unknown are some of 
Andover’s sons, Who were killed in the 
engagement of May 19, 1864. By looking 
over the register at the oftice of the 
superintendent we were enabled to find 
the graves of Samuel Aiken, Granville 
Cutler and Jonathan Holt. As we 
stood beside the graves with uncovered 
heads, our thoughts went back to that 
memorable afternoon of May 19, 1864,

Prof. Ropes, of Harvard University, 
who made the commencement address, 
said in part: “My friends and fellow 
students, when one comes back to the 
school where one has studied, how natu- 
ral it all seems. I can hardly think that 
it is twenty years since I was a boy at 
Punchard. I will try to make it clear 
why it is that one coming back to the old 
school feels so much at home. 

When one reaches the stage such as 


you young people have reached tonight, ° 


one naturally asks oneself what it all 
means and what one is to do. What 
does education mean and of what does it 
consist? Edueation is naturally defined 
as the acqusition of knowledge. It con- 
sists first of learning how to use the Eng- 
lish language. We who have always 
lived here in New England have a great 
advantage and are especially fortunate. 
The New England Yankee has always 
been able to express himself clearly and 
forcibly. It is not on the basis of Har- 
vard college or the Punchard school that 
the English language has progressed, 
but through the country language. The 
knowledge of how to use the English 
language is something that we should be 
proud of. We, of New England, need, 
however, to be trained in our purity of 
utterance and clearness of enunciation. 

Next we need to obtain the knowledge 
of facts to go toward getting an educa- 
tion, and that is what you have been 
gathering at the Punchard school. With- 
out facts you can do nothing. <A well 
stored mind, that should be the achieve- 
ment of a course at school. You get 
skeletons of facts upon which to build 
up your knowledge. In the world one 
finds that the interesting people are the 
ones with the large number of facts 
stored away in their minds to be drawn 
upon. 

For the third thing to complete the 
education, one must learn how to think 
and thus be able to grapple with the 
problems which come before one. One 
must know how to draw inferences, to 
put together and build up. These are 
things one does all his life. Be sure, 
though, that you do not get facts which 
will be of no use to you. One goes about 
all one’s life trying to acquire facts and 
use them. This is why one who comes 
back feels akin to the scholars at the 
school in which he formerly studied, be- 
cause he has been studying a larger 
school, that of the world. One who 
goes out from school feeling that he has 
no more to learn, is lost. Using what 
you have learned and always seeking for 
more, is the way to reach success.” 

The class prophecy by Miss Hunter 
was in the form of a poem, in which she 
delineated laughably the future life of 
her classmates. 

After the address by Prof. Ropes, Sup- 
erintendent Baldwin announced that 
Superintendent of Schools George E. 
Johnson would make the award of the 
prizes for excellence in botany given by 
Myron E. Gutterson. The prizes were 
awarded after a written test upon three 
flowers, one of which could be selected 
by the pupil, no announcement having 
been previously made as to what flowers 
would be chosen for them to describe. 
The test counted three-fourths and the 
herbarium test counted one-fourth. 
The first prize was awarded to No, 6, 
who proved to be Miss Rena Hemenway ; 
the second prize went to No, 22, Miss 
Mary: Gledhill. No. 16, Miss Carolyn 
Abbot, got honorable mention for her 
herbarium, which was announced as 
being the best ever presented in school. 

Principal Baldwin awarded the Mary 
Starbuck prizes for excellency in letter 
writing to Miss Harriett Abbot, first, 
and Miss Sarah White, second, of the 
girls: and Fred S. Phelps and Dana 
Clark, first and second respectively, for 
the boys. Mr. Baldwin, in the course of 
his remarks, alluded regretfully to the 
withdrawal from the faculty of Miss 
Mary E. H. Dern and Eric Starbuck, 
whose resignation and future intentions 
are described elsewhere in today’s issue.

The complete education, however, is 
completely obsolete ©The man who ex- 
pects to bea universal scholar is as much 
aw quack as the man who advertises him- 
self ‘a specialist in all diseases.’ The 
condition of matters which most nearly 
concerns us is the unchangeable condition 
of imperfeet knowledge. Full, detinite 
and precise knowledge of things, es- 
pecially of things that most closely con- 
cern oneself, are the things man cannot 
know. ‘This very method is found to co- 
incide with the Divine method of dealing 
With the human race. ‘Today the key- 
stone of teaching is to give not know- 
ledge but the key to knowledge. Sue- 
cess in teaching is achieved not in im- 
parting knowledge but in holding it back 
until the pupil tinds it for himself. No 
faithful seeker seeks in vain; maybe it 
will be other than the thing he seeks but 
he will receive something. So is given 
to them who ask, full measure, pressed 
down and running ovef. Each new dis- 
covery discloses new questions. to be 
answered so that one must be continu- 
ally broadening and widening but never 
quite completing his education.
